GAMES OX THE GRASS.

Allegheny School Children Take
Possession of the Parks

THE JUBILEE A GREAT SUCCESS.

Tlenty of Musie, Any Amount of Fun and
Frolic, and No Trouble,

COTENEAGENS THE FAVORITE SPORT

The Allegheny Parks belonged to the
echool children yesterday. Jubilee day
marks the close of the school term and the
beginning of the summer vaeation, but it
means more than that to the thousands of
the rising geveration who have been tied
down to hard study for ten long months. It
mesns g freedom from schoolroom duties,
thoughts ani cares, nnd a day of jollity in
the parks, where thie “Keep Off the Grass"
sign is a hollow mockery and for omee in
the vear the children are masters,

There have beeu jubilee days when the
weather was more favorable than yvesteraay
and vet the pleasure of the occasion was
not destroved by any means The clouds
were threatening in the morving and at
noon there was a dremehing rain. The
children became disappeinied,” but by 3
o'elock, the hour set for the schools to
enter the park, the sky was clear, the sun
shone brightly and the children from eight
wards, marching behind as many bands,
playing lively music, entered and took
possession of the several plots assigned
them., There was considerable system
shont the manner in which the children
reached the park. They came from all
directions and entered at diffarent placss so
£s to aveid conflict.

Firteen Thoasand Chi'dren Tara Out.

The crowd was not as large as in former
vears, owing to the fact that the schools of
five wards were either holding pienies or
have arrangements made for pienies to-day.
The Seventh ward children had arranged
for a pienic at Zoller's Grove, but owine to
the rain postponed it until to-dsy. The
Ninth ward pienicked at McKee's Rocks;
tiie Eleventh at Windsor Park: the Twelfth
at Marchail's Grove, and the Thirteenth at
Iloss, Yet with these five wards absent
there were from 12,000 to 15,000 children in
the parks and twice as many parents and
iriends of the voungsters who seemed to get
a5 much amusement and enjoyment out of
the day as the children themselves.

Tents were raised by quite a number of
the ward directors, and large flags indi-
cated the loeation of the several schools
Teackers, principals and echool directors
were on hand to look after the comfort of
the little tots, and nothing oecurred to mar
their fon,

Secretary Dorente, of the Anti-Croelty
Society, occupied the rustic boath in the
West Park near the lake with sevéral
hoxes of ernckers and a tub of ice water,
where all lost children were taken until
their friends called. This arrangement was
the most complete that has been made for
vears, but guite s number soon learned

ow to “work” the cracker box.
Lost Themselves to Find Crackers,

There were plenty of boys who lost them-
eelves purposely and soon found themselves
scated in Mr. Dorente’s booth fiiling them-
selves up on erackers and water.

For years Mr. Joseph Craig has looked
after the lost children, and when he put in
an appearance vesterdav he found Mr.
Dorente in charge of the booth, Tnquiry
was made as to who was responsible for the
change, It was said that Mr. Craig had
sent word thut owing to ill health he could
not attend to the work this year. He denied
this, and expressed himself as somewhat dis-
piceased overtne matter. When Mr. Dorente
was seen he said he had been requested by
Secretsry Seandrett of the Board of Con-
trollers 1o look atter the lnst children,

The children had their usual frolic on the
grass.  Games of all sorts were played. Of
catirse enpenhagen was the favorite sport,
and wherever a schiool was located three or
four rings could be found There was
vlenty of music. The American Military
Band™ carried off the laurels. It was lo-
cated under the Fourth ward booth, and
had & printed programme, which was fol-
lowed to the letter. Hays' Post Band, the
Grand Armyand a portion of the Great
Western occupied prominent positions and
rendered excellent music.

THE PENSION PAYMENTS

Agent Bronzough Heports fo Washinctom
Showing n Large Incrosse,

Pension Agent Bengough yesterday for-
Pension Department at
Washington his report for the last quarter
of the vear ending June 30, 1892 The re-
port shows that during the quarier there
was expended for the payment of pensions
§1,822,280 69, These payments were divided
as follows: 34,084 soldiers of the late war
received $1,488 766 34; 5,009 widows of sol-
diers of the late war, §228,088 41; 98 minors
of scldiers of the late war, $11,501 34;
2,024 dependent relatives of soldiers
of the late war, 881,971 20; 183
survivors of the Mexican War, $4,562 93;
102 widows of soldiers of the Mexican War,
§2.491 47; three survivors of the War of
1812, £72: 145 widows of soldiers of the War
of 1812 §5 376, and one dent relative
of soldier of tha Revolutionary War re-
ceived §36.

At the close of the fiscal Lelr 1802 there
were 41,000 pensioners on the rolls At the
close of last year there were 32,000 pen-
sioners on the rolls, which shows sn increase
of 9,000 pensioners within s year. For the
last quarter of 1801 there was expended for
pavment of pensions §1,227,021 45. Thede-
pendent relative of the Revolutionary
soldier is Ssrah C. Hulbert, who is s
daughter of Elijsh Weeks, who was a Cap-
tain in Thomas Weeks' Companv, Massa-
chusetts troops, in the War of 1776 The
woman is very old, snd pow lives at
Chatham Valley, Tiogs county, Pa.
